providing one or more commercial transaction locations having one or more comm^ial 
transaction systems for allowing a customer to conduct a conmiercial transaction and 
having a display for displaying programming infamiation to a customen 

inputting by the customer of identification inf<Hination unique to that customer; 

transmitting fi^m a central location to the one or m<^ commercial transaction locations, 
customer profile information of the customer;

or more commercial transaction locations from which the customer is conducting a 
commercial transaction;

profile data word to define decoded profile information and then merging update information and 
advertising information, previously transmitted to the select one of the one or more commercial 
transaction locations and stored thereat, in accordance with the decoded profile information used 
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as a control word to control such merging operation such that the merged update infomiation and 
advertisnig information comprise filtered and customized update information and advertising 
information filtered by the decoded profile information; 

using the merged update information and advertising information to generate 
programming information; and 

presenting the programming information to the customer during the commercial 
transaction on the display. 

2. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein the step of transmitting is 
performed using a wireless communication system. 

3. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 1, wherein the one or more commercial 
transaction systems have audio and video presentation capabilities. 

4. (Previously Presented) The method of Qaim 1, further comprising the step of transmitting 
a unique ID to the central location from the commercial transaction locations, the unique ID 
associated with ihe customer and used to perform a matching operation on a central location database 
to obtain the customer profile information of the customer.

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8. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 1, wherein the select one of the one or more 
commercial traoasaction systems from which the customer is conducting said commercial transaction 
uses the profile data word to generate the programming information for presentation to the customer 
during said commercial tzansacti<Mi. 

9. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 1, wheiein 4e programming mfomiation 
comprises i^xlale infmnaticHi and advertising infoimatiwi, the update infomiation comprising news, 
weather, sports, travel, and road condition information, and the advertising information containing 
product promotions which are related to a select one of the one or more commercial transaction 
locations. 

10. (Canceled) 

1 1. (Previously Presented) Hie method of Claim 1, wherein said merging occurs according to 
priority indicated by the decoded profile information and stipulated by the customer. 

12. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 1, wherein the programming information is 
modified during the commercial transaction based on mpixt received from the customer during the 
commercial transaction, and the customer profile intbrmation is updated at the central location based 
on the customer input 
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13. (Previously Presented) The method of Qaim 1 , whaein the customer profile infonnation is 
updated according to a type ofpurchase, and erne or more methods of maldngpayment for the purchase 
made by the customer at a point-of-sale system affHialed with the one or more commercial transaction 
locations. 

14. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 1, wherein the step oftransnaitting transmits the 
customer profile infam[iadon to a local ofBoe system at Ae one or more commercial transaction 
locations for generation of the programming taformation, the local office system transmitting the 
programming information to a select one of the one or more commercial transaction systems in 
use by the customer for presentation to the customer during fiie commercial transaction. 

15. (PreviouslyPresented) The method of Claim 1, wherein each ofthe one or more commercial 
transaction systems is xraiquely addressable using a wireless communication system such that the 
customer profile information is downloaded fiwn the caitral location to a select one of the one or 
more commercial transactitm systems fi-om which the customer is conducting a commercial 
transaction, and modified customs profile information is vqploaded firom the select one of the one 
or more coirmiercial transaction systems to the central location. 
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16. (Previously Presented) A system of advertising during a commercial transaction, 
con5)rising: 

one or more commercial transaction locations having one or more commercial transaction 
systems allowing a customer to conduct a commercial transaction; 

data entry key« for altering customer identification informatioo unique to that customer; 

a transmitter at said one or more commercial transaction systems ftw transmitting said 
entered customer identification information to a central location; 

said central location for transmittmg to said one or more commercial transaction locations, 
customer profile informatics of said customer in respcmse to receiving said entered customer 
transaction information; 

said central location including a processor for converting said customer profile information 
into a profile data word, and said central location transmitting said profile data word to a select 
one of said one or more commercial transaction locations fi-om which said customer is 
conducting said transaction; 

wherein said profile data word is decoded at the select one of said one or more 
commercial transaction locations to define decoded profile information, and then update 
information and advertising information, previously transmitted to the select one of the one or 
more commercial transaction locations and stored thereat, are merged in accordance with the 
decoded profile information used as a control word to control tiie merging operation, such that 
the merged update information and advertising information comprise filtered update information 
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and advertising infoimation filtered by the decoded profile information; and 

a display system for using said nxerged update information and advertising information 
to generate programming information for presentation to said customer during the commercial 
transaction. 

17. (Previously Presented) The system of Claim 16, wherein a v^ireless communication 
system is used to communicate between said central location and said one or more commercial 
transactioii locaticms. 

18. (Previously Presented) The system of Claim 16> wherein said one or more commercial 
tranSdcti<Hi systems have audio and video presentatiQn c^atnlities. 

19. (Previously Presented) The system of Claim 16, wheiein a unique ID is transmitted to said 
central location from said commercial transaction location, said unique ID associated with said 
customer and used to perform a matching operation ot a central location database to obtain said 
customer profile information of said customer.

23. (Previously Presented) The system of Qaim 22, wherein said select one of said one or more 
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commercial transaction systems from which said customer is conducting said commercial 
transaction uses said profile data word to generate said programming information to said customer 
during said commercial transaction* 

24. (Previously Presented) TTie system of Claim 16, wherein said programming information 
comprises update information and advertising informaticm, said update informaticHi comprising 
news, weather, sports, travel, and road condition information » and said advertising information 
containing product promotions which are related to a select one of said one Ctf more commercial 
transactioD locations. 

25. (Canceled) 

26. (Previously Presented) The system of Claim 1 6, wherein said merging occurs according to 
priority indicated by the decoded profile information and stipulated by said customer. 

27- (Previously Presented) The system of Claim 1 6, wherein said programming information is 
modified during the conmiercial transaction based on input received fixwn the customer during the 
commercial transaction, and said customer input is retained for use in updating said customer profile 
information at the central location. 
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28. (Previously Presented) The system of Claim 16, wherein said customer profile information 
is updated according to a type of purchase, and one or more methods of making payment for said 
purchase made by said customer at a point-of-sale system aflBliated with said one ot more 
commercial transaction locations. 

29. (Previously Presented) The system of Claim 16, wherein said customer profile information 
is transmitted to a local oflBce system at said one or more commercial transaction locations for 
generation of saidprogramnungtnfcHmation, said local ofBce system transmitting said programming 
information to a select one of said one or more commercial transaction systems in use by said 
customer for pres^tatim to said customer during tfie commercial transaction. 

30. (Previously Presented) The system of Claim 16, wherein each of said one or more 
commercial transaction systems is uniquely addressable using a wireless communication system 
such that said customer profile information is downloaded from said central location to a select one 
of said one or more commercial transaction systems fiom which said customer is conducting a 
commercial transaction, and modified customer jffofile information is uploaded to said central 
location from said select one of said one or more commercial transaction systems. 
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3 1 . (Previously Presented) A method of presenting mforaiation to a customer while conducting 
a commeTcial transaction with the customer, conqirising: 

electrically transmitting update informaliQn and advertising information to a commercial 
transaction site from a location that is ofiF-site relative to the commercial transaction site, and 
electrically storing the update information and the advertising information at the commercial 
Iransacticm site; 

afto said transmitting and string, and at a customs interaction location widiin the 
commercial transaction site, receiving, fiom a customer located at the customer interaction location, 
customer identificaticm infonnation which identifies the customer; 

electrically transmitting the customer identification informaticHi to the off-site location; 

in response to receiving the custc»ner identification infomiation at the oftsite location, 
electrically transmitting fi*om the off-site location to the commercial transaction site customerprofile 
information associated wifli the customer identification infi)iniation, including converting die 
customer profile infwmation into a profile data word, and transmitting the profile data word to the 
commercial transaction site; 

at the commercial transaction site, decoding the profile data word to produce decoded profile 
mfOiiuation; 

at the commercial transaction site, filtering the update information and the advertising 
information in accordance with the decoded profile information to produce filtered i^xiate 
infonnation and filtered advertising information; 
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at the conunercial transaction site, ordering the filtered update infoimation and the filtered 
advertising infomiation for presentation in accordance with the decoded profile information to 
thereby produce programraing infonnation; and 

at the customer interaction location, displaying a preseaitation to the customer based on the 
progranuntng information. 

32. (Previously Presented) The melhodofQaim 31, indudingdynamicaUy pacing execution 
of the commercial transaction in correspond^ce with content in the presentation. 

33. (Previously Presented) The method ofClaim 32, Ai^iierein said pacing step includes slowing 
execution of the conmiercial transaction during presentation of advertising information. 

34. (Previously Presented) The mclhodofClaim 32, wherein said pacing stq) includes speeding 
execution of the commercial transaction during presentation of update mfannation, 

35. (Previously Presented) The method of Qaim 31, wh^ein said step of electrically 
transmitting the profile data word includes electrically transmitting the profile data word to the 
customer interaction location, said step of electrically transmitting the advertising mformation and 
the update information inchides electrically transmitting the advertising mformation and the update 
infoimation to the customer interaction location, said step of electrically storing the advertising 
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information and the update information includes electrically storing the advertising information and 
tiie update infoimation at the customer interaction location, and wherein said decoding, filtering and 
ordering steps are performed at the customer interaction location. 

36. (Previously Presented) the method of Claim 31, wherein said step of electrically 
transmitting the profile data word includes electrically transmitting the profile data word to a ftmher 
location on the commercial transaction site other than the customer interaction location, said step 
of electrically transmitdng the advertising information and the update information inchides 
electrically transmitting tiie advertising information and the vtpda^ information to the fiirtiber 
location, and said step of electrically storing the adverdfiing information and the update inforaiatiOTi 
includes electrically storing tiie advertising infomiation and the iq)date information at the fintfa^ 
location, 

37. (Previously Presented) The method of Claira 36, inchiding performing said decoding, 
filtCTing and ordering steps at the further location, and electrically transmitting the programming 
information fiwi the further location to the customer interaction location. 

38. (Previously Presented) The method of Claira 31, wherein said ordering step includes 
ordering die ffltered update information and the filtered advertising information based on an 
expected temporal length of the commercial transaction. 
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
